There  is  no  suitable  vehicle 
for  the  transport  of  infected  bedding  to  the  steam  disinfector, 

Dleven  houses  w'ere  disinfected  during  the  year  and  three  disinfections 
were  cari'ied  out  at  the  Y/hiteacre  Lane  Ca:ap  School,  Prom  this  school  bedding 
was  removed  to  Clitheroe  for  steam  disinfection. 


Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  by  the 
Council  on  request  and  stocks  are  kept  at  the  Council  Cffices^ 

During  the  year  27  specimens-  were  submitted  for  examination,  26

DIHiThERlfi  MvIUWISATIQN, 

Again  the  iiruaunisation  campaign  constitutes  one  of  the  features  of  the 
public  hes-lth  service  in  your  district.  There  have  been  iraiaunisation  sessions  at 
all  the  clinics  in  the  Villages, 

The  prophylactic  A.P. T.  is  used  and  the  total  child  population  under 
15  years  of  age  having  been  protected  by  immunisation  is  1075*  During  the  year 
a total  of  192  children  received  iimunisatione 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  and  the 
patient  vras  in  the  35  to  45  age  group.  The  fact  that  for  the  seaond 
consecutive  year  no  notif icafeion  was  received  of  a person  suffering  from 
diphtheria  under  the  15  age  group  is  significant,  and  points  to  the 
advantageous  effect  of  the  immunisation  campaign.  In  the  past  5 years 
orJLy  7 cases  have  been  notified  as  compared  v/ith  43  cases  in  the  previous 
5 j/'ear  period. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  water  suppl3’'  tlrroughout  the  district  is  provided  chiefly  by  mains 
either  in  public  or  private  ownership.  The  sources  of  supply  are  from  moorland 
sprir.gs.  Water  to  the  Council' s mains  is  derived  from  Blackburn  Corporation 
fv^r  p-rrst  C-rec-n  and  Woodfields,  amd  from  Clitheroe  Corporation  for  portions  of 
penedeten,  Barrow/,  and  to  supplement  the  Council' s own  supply  at  ?/halley, 

T.ie  villages  of  Downham,  Pendleton,  Tv/iston  and  Little  Mitton  and  the  greater 
portion  of  Eerrow  are  supplied  from  sources  and  mains  in  private  ownership. 
Cnatburn,  Worston,  Chipping  and  Thornlcy  with  Wheatley  are  supplied  from  the 
Go'oncil's  mains  which  receive  w/ater  in  bulk  from  springs  in  private  ownership. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  generallj’’ 
satisfactory.  The  -water  supply-  at  "vhalley  v/hich  is  regorded  as  being  of  doubtful 
bacteriological  quality  lias  been  safeguarded  in -this  respect  by  the  installation 
of  a chloririation  plant.  Chemical  analyses  made  during  the  yeer  sho-w  the  various 
Supplies  to  be  satisfactory,  none  is  lia.ble  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

As  regards  quantity  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  -water  to  the  properties 
supplied.  Same  areas  of  the  district  are  in  need  of  an  fnereased  supply, 
par-iic-uilerly  for  agricultural  requirements.  I/Iany  farms  rely  on  independent 
supplies  -which  are  known  to  be  inadequate.  With  a view  to  ascertaining  the 
es'comated  present  and  futiore  needs  of  the  district  a report  was  presented  on 
yc'ur  instructions  by  Ir,  A.  Breoksbank,  141.  C.E.,  M,  I.W.  E.  , Consulting 
nnglnser.  The  report  sets  out  proposals  for  the  future  supply  of  the  district 
ana  was  s-ubmit-oed  to  the  ministry  of  Health.  At  the  end  of  the  year  consideration 
was  ceing  given  to  the  recommeridations  contained  in  the  report.

The  survey  of  houses  recommended  in  the  Hobhousc  Report  continued  during 
the  ^’•ear,  the  inf ormiation  gained  vdll  be  a reliable  guide  to  the  housing 
conditions  of  the  district  and  the  future  needs.  It  is  unfortunate  in  this 
respect  that  present  conditions  do  not  permit  Eore  definite  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

Overcroviding  continues  as  in  the  previous  j^’car  and  is  due  mainly  to  the 
shcrta.ge  of  houses  for  ne\7ly  mai’riod  couples.
